MAYOR'S    ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen  ok  the  City  Councils  : 

We  have  to-day  assumed  the  duties  devolved  upon  us,  and 
have  sworn  to  exercise  those  duties  to  the  best  of  our  abilities. 
I  have  no  doubt  that  all  of  us  will  attend  to  whatever  matters 
may  come  before  us,  in  such  a  manner  as  shall  be  for  the  best 
interest  of  all  our  citizens  ;  and  my  desire  is  that  all  our  inter- 
course and  deliberations  shall  be  pleasant  and  harmonious,  so 
that  in  the  end  the  results  shall  be  not  only  satisfactory  to  our- 
selves but  to  our  constituents. 

Having  had  no  experience  whatever  in  municipal  affairs, 
you  cannot  expect  me,  had  I  time  and  opportunity,  to  enter 
into  details  as  to  the  debt,  etc.,  of  the  city,  but  I  shall  hereafter 
communicate  such  information  and  from  tiniQ  to  time  recom- 
mend whatever  in  my  judgment  shall  be  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  city. 

At  the  late  election,  by  an  almost  unanimous  vote,  we  were 
enjoined  to  abate  the  nuisance  arising  from  the  condition  of 
the  mill-ponds,  and  regulate  the  sewerage  of  the  city.  This  is 
no  easy  task,  and  requires  a  good  deal  of  thought  and  atten- 
tion ;  there  will  necessarily  be  a  great  many  ways  advanced  to 
accomplish  the  desired  results,  all  of  which  we  shall  have  to 
weigh  carefully, — but  in  this  matter  as  least  we  must  make 
haste  to  go  slow,  so  that  when  completed  the  end  will  justify 
the  means,  and  the  ponds,  cleared  from  their  accumulation  of 
filth,  will  be  one  of  the  many  attractions  and  sources  of 
pleasure  for  which  our  beautiful  city  stands  pre-eminent ;  but 
this  cannot  be  done  without  a  large  outlay,  which  at  the 
present  time  will  bear  heavily  upon  our  citizens.  Whatever 
we  do,  let  us  bear  in  mind  that  economy  (not  parsimony) 
should  be  the  motto  at  all  times  and  under  all  circumstances. 
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The  poor  should  not  only  receive  our  kindly  consideration, 
but  should  be  well  and  even  liberally  provided  for;  "being 
always  with  us,"  they  constantly  demand  our  sympathy  and 
attention. 

Our  schools  should  receive  the  most  liberal  support,  for 
none  of  our  public  expenditures  can  give  so  good  a  return  for 
the  money  invested.  If  we  allow  that  their  management 
under  the  present  system  is  good,  certainly  there  has  been  no 
marked  improvement  over  the  schools  when  the  committee 
were  elected  (which  I  believe  as  nearly  as  possible  all  public 
servants  should  be)  by  the  people,  and  at  which  time  (I  think) 
our  schools  received  a  diploma  from  the  Paris  exposition.  I 
regret  that  the  election  of  a  school  committee  should  have  been 
taken  from  our  citizens,  believing  them  to  be  abundantly  able 
to  elect  a  committee  thoroughly  competent  to  perform  its 
duties. 

The  streets  should  be  well  graded,  lighted  and  drained  ;  so 
that  they  shall  be  not  only  safe  so  as  to  incur  no  liability  to 
suits  for  damages,  but  also  serviceable,  neat  and  attractive,  a 
source  of  enjoyment  to  ourselves  and  to  the  constantly-increas- 
ing number  of  strangers  who  annually  pass  the  larger  portion 
of  the  summer  months  amongst  us. 

The  Fire  Department  (if  we  may  judge  by  the  reports)  is  in 
excellent  condition.  This  branch  of  our  government  cannot 
be  too  well  guarded,  as  on  it  depends  the  safety  of  our  prop- 
erty. The  officers  should  be  efficient,  and  the  force  in  numbers 
equal  for  any  emergency.  The  recent  attempt  to  economize 
by  a  reduction  of  members  in  this  department  was  in  my 
opinion  a  mistake,  although  I  have  no  doubt  it  was  made  in 
good  faith.  Our  scanty  water  supply  is  a  matter  which  needs 
your  consideration.  It  seems  to  me  that  some  means  should 
be  devised  whereby  we  could  have  an  abundance,  so  that  our 
comfort  and  safety  would  be  insured  and  an  opportunity 
offered  for  manufacturing  enterprise. 

The  Police  Department  is  the  preserver  of  peace  and  good 
order,  and  should  be  composed  of  efficient  and  trustworthy 
men,  sufficient  in  force  for  their  legitimate  duties,  and  should 
never  be  allowed  to  serve  any  party  to  the  neglect  of  their 
official  duty.  If  we  find  that  the  present  incumbents  are 
faithful    and    have   performed  their  duties  well,  I  would    not 
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recommend  a  change,  as  their  experience  is  of  great  value  to 
the  city. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  let  us  remember  that  we  are  not 
here  to  labor  for  ourselves  or  our  party,  but  for  the  best  inter- 
ests and  good  of  our  constituents.  This  I  conceive  to  be  our 
duty  in  the  positions  with  which  the  people  have  honored  us, 
and  in  this  they  have  a  right  to  hold  us  responsible.  It  will  be 
my  endeavor,  as  I  think  it  will  be  yours,  to  fulfill  their  reason- 
able expectations.  Let  us  at  least  so  conduct  the  affairs  of  our 
city  that  our  own  consciences  may  approve  us,  and  trust  to  the 
result.

To   the    Honorable    Board    of   Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Portsmouth  : 

Gentlemen  :  During  the  past  year  the  following  cases,  in 
which  the  City  of  Portsmouth  was  either  a  party  of'  record  or 
of  interest,  have  been  disposed  of  : 

J.  H.  Jenness  vs.  William  E.  Hadley,  Collector  of  Taxes. 
J.  H.  Jenness  vs.  George  W.  Pendexter  et  als.,  Assessors. 
William  E.  Hadley  vs.  John  J.  Pickering,  in  equity. 
Marian  L.  Odion  vs.  City  of  Portsmouth. 
Daniel  Mason  vs.  William  H.  Sise  et  als. 
City  of  Portsmouth  vs.  Daniel  Mason. 

A  claim  for  damages  of  Ephraim  C.  Spinney,  which  was 
adjusted  without  carrying  the  matter  to  court. 

The  unfinished  cases  at  this  time  are  : 

Alary  P.  White  vs.  City  of  Portsmouth. 
Eastern  Railroad  cases. 
Knibbs  Patent  cases. 

The  case  of  Mary  P.  White  vs.  Portsmouth  was  entered  at 
the  last  October  term.  The  plaintiff  seeks  to  recover  damages 
to  the  amount  of  $2000  for  injuries  received  by  falling  on  the 
ice  in  Russell  street  during  the  month  of  January  last.  It  will 
be  in  order  for  trial  at  the  next  term  of  court. 

This  case  is  a  fair  sample  of  the  suits  brought,  not  only 
against  this  city  but  against  all  of  the  cities  and  many  of  the 
towns  in  this  State.  Miss  White  fell  upon  the  ice  which  had 
formed  on  a  sidewalk  in  an  obscure  street,  and  brought  suit 
against  the  city  for  its  alleged  neglect  in  not  having  said  side- 
walk in  a  safe  condition  for  public  travel.  It  is  a  physical 
impossibility  for  the  City  of  Portsmouth,  with  its  inclement 
and  ever-changeable  climate,  and  with  the  exercise  of  the 
utmost  precaution,  to  keep  all  of  its  sidewalks  and  crossings 
entirely  free  from  all  ice  and  slipperyness,  at  all  times. 
Accidents  of  this  character  must  of  necessity  occur.  The  law 
granting  indemnity  for  such  casualties  is  a  statutory  measure, 
and  as  construed  by  the  court,  it  is  left  entirely  a  question  of 
fact  for  the  jury  to  decide  whether  or  not  a  street  is  in  a  suit- 
able condition  for  the  travel  thereon  ;  and  consequently  cases 
tried  under  this  law  frequently  resolve  themselves  into  a  mere 
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matter  of  figuring  of  damages  by  the  jury;  influenced  both  by 
their  compassion  excited  by  the  exaggerated  narration  of  the 
injuries  of  the  plaintiff"  and  by  the  consideration  that  the 
amount  of  their  verdict  is  drawn  from  a  municipality  and  not 
directly  from  the  pockets  of  individuals. 

Under  these  circumstances  suits  multiply,  and  towns  are 
obliged  to  bear  the  burden  of  insuring  the  public  against 
accident  without  being  recompensed  by  receiving  premiums 
therefor.  The  remedy  is  by  appealing  to  the  legislature  to 
modify  in  some  degree  the  present  law  which  holds  towns  to 
such  strict  and  unreasonable  accountability.  And  in  this 
behalf  I  desire  to  urge  the  suggestion  that  has  more  than  once 
been  expressed  by  my  predecessors  in  office,  that  the  City 
Councils  request  our  representatives  in  the  forthcoming  Legis- 
lature to  endeavor  to  procure  a  result  of  this  character. 

The  Eastern  Railroad  cases  are  controversies  arising  from  a 
resolution  passed  by  the  City  Government  ordering  the  Eastern 
Railroad  to  place  gates  at  the  crossing  at  Vaughan  street  and 
at  Green  street.  The  Eastern  Railroad  had  the  Concord  Rail- 
road summoned  in  as  a  party  to  the  proceeding.  A  hearing 
was  had  last  summer  on  the  respective  liabilitr  of  the  two 
roads  to  pay  the  expenses  of  maintaining  said  gates,  and  a 
report  was  made  at  the  October  term.  The  Court  ordered 
judgment  on  the  report,  after  making  some  modification  there- 
in, and  counsel  for  the  Eastern  Railroad  excepted  to  this  order 
and  a  law  question  was  raised.  The  case  is  now  before  the 
Law  Court,  and  I  trust  may  be  speedily  disposed  of. 

The  Knibbs  Patent  case  is  an  action  at  law  brought  in  the 
U.  S.  Circuit  Court  against  the  City  of  Portsmouth  by  out- 
Marcus  P.  Norton,  trustee  and  assignee  in  trust,  et  als.,  to 
recover  damages  for  an  infringement  of  letters  patent  of  plain- 
tiff for  a  i-elief  valve  attached  to  steam  fire  engines.  The 
plaintiff  lays  his  damages  in  the  sum  of  $60,000.  He  has 
brought  similar  actions  against  the  cities  of  Manchester, 
Nashua,  Dover  and  Concord  in  this  State.  Portsmouth  has 
united  with  these  cities  in  making  a  common  defense  against 
the  extortionate  and  unrighteous  demand.  A  Patent  lawyer 
has  been  retained  to  conduct  the  defense,  and  other  steps  taken 
to  secure  a  fair  presentation  of  the  cause.  It  will  be  in  order 
for  trial  at  the  next  May  term  of  said  Court,  in  this  city,. 

Three  hundred  criminal  complaints  have  been  issued  and 
prosecuted,  during  the  past  year.

Chief  Engineer's  Report. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen :  In  compliance  with  the  Ordinance  defining 
the  duties  of  Chief  Engineer,  I  herewith  present  the  annual 
report  of  the  condition  of  the  Fire  Department ;  a  list  of  fires 
that  have  occurred  during  the  past  year,  with  a  statement  of 
the  amount  of  loss  and  the  amount  of  insurance  on  the  prop- 
erty destroyed,  so  far  as  ascertained  ;  the  amount  of  property 
belonging  to  the  city,  under  my  charge  ;  a  list  of  the  members 
with  their  ages  and  residences,  and  a  list  of  the  reservoirs  with 
their  location,  condition  and  capacity. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

The  Department  now  numbers  one  hundred  and  thirty-two 
(133)  men,  viz.  :  Chief  Engineer  and  four  Assistant  Engin- 
eers, Clerk  of  Fire  Department,  three  Steamers'  Companies, 
consisting  of  twenty-one  men  each,  two  Extinguisher  compan- 
ies of  ten  men  each,  one  Hook  and  Ladder  company  of  twen- 
ty-one men,  one  Hose  company  of  three  men,  four  steam 
engineers,  four  steam  firemen,  three  drivers,  six  men  on  relief 
steamer,  and  three  men  for  supply  wagon. 

APPARATUS. 

The  apparatus  of  the  Department  consists  of  three  Steam 
Fire  Engines,  with  hose  carriages  attached,  and  one  Steamer 
in  reserve,  two  Extinguishers,  one  Hook  and  Ladder  truck, 
one  Supply  Wagon,  two  horse  Hose  Carriages,  and  two 
Sleighs. 

Steamer  No.  1  was  built  by  the  Portland  Company ;  put 
into  service  in  1864. 

Steamer  No.  2  was  built  by  the  Manchester  Locomotive 
Works  :  put  into  service  in  1S79. 

Steamer  No.  3  was  built  by  the  Amoskeag  Company  ;  put 
into  service  in  1870. 

Steamer  No.  4  was  built  by  B.  S.  Nichols  &.  Co.  ;  put  into 
service   in    1S76;    rebuilt  by  Messrs.  .Critchley  &  Whalley   in 

lS79- 

The  Steamers  and   Extinguishers  are  in  good  condition  and 

reliable.     The    Hook  and   Ladder   truck  is  7iot  reliable,  and   I 

would    recommend   that  a  new  one  be  bought,  to  be  drawn  by 
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horses.  1  would  also  recommend  the  buying  of  a  new  hose 
carriage  for  Steamer  No.  2,  as  their  carriage  is  in  a  poor  con- 
dition, but  not  worth  repairing. 

HOSE. 

There  are  seven  thousand  three  hundred  (7300)  feet  of 
leather  hose  in  the  Department,  and  two  thousand  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  (2250)  feet  of  cotton  hose,  all  in  good  condition. 

HOUSES. 

The  engine  houses  are  in  a  fair  condition.  I  would  call 
your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  hose  tower  needs  to  be  re- 
paired. It  is  a  comparatively  new  tower,  but  dry  rot  has  been 
discovered  in  one  corner  and  requires  immediate  attention.  I 
would  recommend  that  a  brick  house  be  built  on  Hanover 
street,  in  place  of  the  small  wooden  building  now  occupied  by 
Steamer  No.  4,  which  is  too  small  for  the  accommodation  of 
that  company,  lately  transferred  to  that  building  by  order  of 
your  honorable  Board,  to  make  room  for  the  Hook  and  Lad- 
der company  at  the  house  formerly  occupied  by  Steamer  No.  4. 

RESERVOIRS. 

The  reservoirs  are  fourteen  (14)  in  number  and  are  in  good 
condition. 

FIRES  AND  ALARMS. 

The  fires  and  alarms  from  January  1st  to  December  31st 
number  thirteen.  The  value  of  property  destroyed  and  the 
amount  of  insurance  on  the  same  is  shown  elsewhere. 

EXPENDITURES. 

The  amount  of  money  expended  during  the  past  year  is 
$7987  08,  of  which  $5742  46  was  for  salaries  and  $2244  62 
for  contingent  expenses. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  express  my  thanks  to  His  Honor  the 
Mayor,  and  to  members  of  the  City  Councils,  for  their  earnest 
efforts  to  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  Department ;  to  the 
City  Marshal  and  his  assistants,  for  the  aid  they  have  rendered  ; 
to  the  Board  of  Engineers  and  the  officers  and  members  of  the 
several  companies,  for  the  prompt  and  efficient  manner  in 
which  they  have  discharged  their  duties.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

Chairman  of  Board  of  Instruction. 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  the  annual  report  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Instruction,  together  with  the  reports  of  the 
several  Grade  Committees  for  the  year  1SS2. 

The  time  that  has  elapsed  since  my  induction  into  the  office 
of  Mayor  has  been  so  brief  and  so  full  of  responsible  duties 
requiring  my  attention,  that  I  have  not  given  to  the  schools  the 
critical  examination  that  would  qualify  me  to  speak  of  them  in 
detail,  and  therefore  I  shall  only  make  a  general  allusion.  It 
is  a  gratifying  fact  that  while  the  appropriations  for  the  sup- 
port of  our  schools  were  some  five  hundred  dollars  less  than 
the  year  preceding,  the  sum  has  been  found  adequate  to  cover 
all  expenses. 

So  far  as  I  can  learn  from  inquiry  and  personal  observation, 
our  corps  of  about  forty  teachers  will  compare  favorably  in 
point  of  ability  with  those  of  any  other  town  in  our  State. 

During  the  past  year  a  consolidation  of  our  Grammar 
schools  has  been  made,  whereby  the  services  of  one  Master 
were  dispensed  with  and  the  scholars  of  the  first  Grammar 
grade  in  District  No.  Three  transferred  to  the  care  of  the 
Principal  of  District  No.  Two.  How  successful  this  experi- 
ment has  been,  I  am  not  at  present  aware. 

In  regard  to  the  item  of  fuel  for  our  several  school-houses,  I 
fully  concur  with  my  predecessor  in  the  opinion  that  a  large 
saving  can  and  should  be  effected.  If  wood  is  to  be  used  as 
generally  as  it  now  is,  it  should  be  purchased  at  better  prices 
than  we  are  now  paying  for  it.  Proposals  for  the  supply  of 
the  entire  schools  of  the  city  should  be   issued,  and  the  wood 


bought  in  one  lot,  instead  of  parceling  it  out  to  a  half-dozen  or 
more  parties  at  their  own  prices.  In  my  judgment,  however, 
as  a  rule,  coal  would  be  cheaper  than  wood  and  furnaces 
cheaper  than  stoves.  The  experiment  of  the  comparative  cost 
of  coal  and  wood  is  now  being  tried  in  the  Cabot  street  school 
building,  a  new  furnace  having  been  recently  put  in.  If  a  fair 
margin  of  difference  in  favor  of  coal  should  be  shown  in  this 
instance,  I  should  recommend  this  general  exchange  of  stoves 
for  furnaces  where  feasible.  However,  these  are  my  personal 
views  of  the  matter  only,  being  aware  that  your  honorable 
Board  may  have  some  more  economical  way  of  effecting  this 
desired  saving.  I  trust  that  the  matter  will  receive  your  seri- 
ous attention  at  an  early  day.

Grammar  Grade  Committee  Report. 


The  Grammar  Grade  Committee  have  to  report  but  few 
changes  in  the  schools  under  their  immediate  charge. 

Very  early  in  the  year  the  attention  of  the  committee  of 
District  3  was  called  to  the  small  number  of  pupils  attending 
the  Grammar  grade  of  their  District  compared  with  the  num- 
ber attending  the  same  grade  in  Districts  1  and  2. 

When  the  spring  term  closed  and  the  annual  promotions  had 
been  made,  the  number  of  pupils  in  these  and  the  Intermedi- 
ate schools  was  so  far  reduced  that  the  District  committee  con- 
cluded that  by  consolidating  the  schools  and  transferring  the 
first  class  of  the  first  division  to  District  2,  one  Master  could 
be  dispensed  with.  This  plan  was  approved  by  the  Board, 
and  Miss  Mary  E.  Prescoit  and  Miss  Irene  O.  Clark,  two 
competent  and  experienced  teachers,  placed  in  charge  of  the 
Grammar  grade  in  this  district.     Mr.  R.  H.  Perkins  was  then

assigned  to  District  2,  with  supervisory  powers  in  District  3, 
and  Mr.  E.  C.  Stimson  to  District  1. 

Shortly  after  this  change,  Mr.  Stimson  resigned  and  Mr.  O. 
M.  Lord  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.  He  has  not  only 
proved  an  efficient  teacher  but  there  has  been  a  marked  im- 
provement in  the  schools  under  his  supervision,  demonstrating 
that  this  is  an  important  part  of  a  Master's  work  ;  yet  we  be- 
lieve a  Superintendent,  who  could  devote  his  entire  time  to 
systematizing  and  strengthening  the  work  in  our  schools, 
would  prove  still  more  satisfactory.

Primary  Grade  Committee  Report. 


In  making  our  annual  report,  we  would  call  the  attention  of 
the  Committee  to  the  fact  that  the  hours  of  the  first  division  of 
the  Grammar  grade  are  so  arranged  as  to  allow  for  one  hour's 
supervision  in  the  winter  and  one  and  one-half  hours  in  the 
summer  for  four  days  in  each  week.  This  we  are  aware  is  an 
exceedingly  short  time  for  so  important  a  matter,  covering  as 
it  does  the  supervision  of  nineteen  schools  in  Districts  Nos. 
Two  and  Three  under  one  Master,  and  ten  in  District  Number 
One  with  one  Master ;  and  for  that  reason  we  consider  that 
the  greater  part  of  the  supervision  should  be  devoted  to  the 
Primary  grades  and  especially  to  those  rooms  having  substi- 
tutes. It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Board  of  Instruction  to 
prefer  for  substitutes  the  brightest  of  our  graduates  from  the 
High  School,  and  finally  to  elect  them  as  teachers.  Such 
being  the  policy  of  the  Committee,  it  is  in  our  opinion 
absolutely  necessary  that  they  should  not  only  receive  the  best 
instruction  from  our  supervisors  while  acting  as  substitutes, 
but  also  after  their  election  as  teachers. 

Many  of  our  graduates  who  have  passed  a  very  creditable 
examination  for  the  position  of  teacher,  after  having  been  em-

ployed  as  substitutes  are  reported  as  failures,  and  it  is  a  ques- 
tion whether  such  failures  are  due  more  to  the  lack  of  interest 
taken  by  the  supervisors  or  the  inability  of  the  candidate  to  Mil 
the  position. 

No  branch  of  the  city  government,  not  only  in  this  city  but 
everywhere,  receives  so  much  criticism  as  the  school  depart- 
ment- This  no  doubt  is  largely  due  to  the  lively  imagination 
of  the  pupils,  who,  patterning  after  the  older  persons,  are  apt 
to  add  to  rather  than  detract  from  any  recitation  of  happenings 
in  school.  Other  criticisms  are  made  by  the  tax-payer,  who, 
like  all  who  pay  their  money,  hold  in  reserve  the  right  to  crit- 
icise. A  kind  and  friendly  critic  is  to  be  desired  rather  than 
objected  to,  for  it  is  by  such  that  we  are  able  to  discover  faults 
which  have  escaped  our  observation,  and  we  would  ask  for 
criticism  of  that  sort. 

There  has  been  apparently  more  interest  shown  by  some  of 
the  parents,  and  we  are  glad  to  record  the  fact.  A  good 
teacher  is  encouraged  to  continue  her  work  when  she  finds 
that  committee  and  parents  alike  are  interested. 

Those  who  know  the  least  about  school  affairs  generally 
make  the  loudest  complaints.  "They  say"  is  always  the  foun- 
dation for  their  reports,  and  they  never  believe  that  those  who 
have  the  immediate  charge  of  the  schools  have  the  cause  of 
education  so  much  at  heart  as  they  who  never  visit  a  school 
and  know  nothing  except  what  they  have  heard  from  some 
one  who  failed  to  get  the  committee  or  teacher  to  deviate  from 
the  line  of  duty  to  favor  a  friend  or  child  to  the  detriment  of 
school  work.  He  who  has  realized  the  cares  and  responsibili- 
ties of  bringing  up  a  family  of  children  can  readily  sympathize 
with  the  teacher  who  is  compelled  to  study  the  dispositions  of 
forty  or  fifty  children  and  carry  them  forward  in  their  studies 
to  the  satisfaction  of  all, — and  criticisms  from  that  class  are 
scarce.  It  is  the  constant  visitor  who  expresses  surprise  at  the 
progress  made,  and  the  failures  are  more  surely  the  result  of 
home  training  than  that  of  the  teacher.  We  would  recom- 
mend a  more  frequent  visitation  of  our  schools  to  those  who 
are  apt  to  criticise,  that  they  may  be  made  familiar  with  the 
work  being  done.

High  School  Committee  Report. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen  : 

The  High  School  Committee  for  1SS2  present  the  following 
report  : 

At  the  opening  of  the  year  we  concluded  to  make  some 
radical  changes  in  the  study  of  the  English  language  and 
literature,  and,  after  carefully  considering  the  subject,  it  was 
thought  best  to  introduce  a  four  years'  course  in  reading,  made 
up  of  entire  selections  from  the  works  of  such  classic  English 
and  American  authors  as  seemed  best  adapted  to  accomplish 
the  ends  desired.  In  this  way  it  is  believed  that  the  pupils 
may  gradually,  but  surely,  form  an  intimate  acquaintance  with 
the  best  works  of  a  few  authors,  and  not  only  be  instructed  to 
form  original  and  independent  judgment  concerning  what  he 
reads,  but  also  be  encouraged  to  cultivate  a  taste  for  good  lit- 
erature, which  shall  be  a  safe  guide  in  the  selection  of  reading 
matter  after  leaying  school. 

The  ayerage  American  child  is  a  yoracious  reader,  and,  if 
we  can  teach  him  how  and  what  to  read,  and  inspire  him  with 
a  real  loye  for  the  best  literature,  we  shall  do  much  towards 
securing  for  him  a  liberal  education. 

It  is  also  believed  that  the  simplest  and  surest  method  0* 
imparting  a  practical  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  English 
grammar,  rhetoric  and  composition,  is  to  develope  these  sub- 
jects gradually  and  inductively,  in  connection  with  the  study 
of  literature.  To  this  end,  the  teachers  now  give  oral  instruc- 
tion in  these  branches  and  follow  each  reading  lesson  with  an 
exercise  in  composition,  thus  devoting  one-seventh  of  the  time 
and  energy  of  the  school  directly  to  the  study  of  our  language 
and  literature. 

Although  three  or  more  years  must  elapse  before  the  best 
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results  can  be  expected,  yet  we  are  gratified  to  note  that  those 
already  attained  surpass  our  expectations. 

We  take  pleasure  in  stating  the  marked  change  in  interest 
in  the  study  of  physical  science,  due  not  alone  to  our  able 
teacher  in  this  department,  but  in  part  to  the  apparatus  which 
we  have  put  into  the  school  during  the  past  year.  At  this- 
time  acoustics,  optics  and  electricity  are  being  taught  experi- 
mentally. This  has  been  proved  by  the  best  educators  in  the 
world  to  be  the  only  right  way  to  teach  physical  science. 
This  year  our  expenditure  has  been  slight  and  the  apparatus 
simple,  and  even  with  this  we  have  obtained  results  wholly  be- 
yond our  expectations.  To  show  how  this  branch  of  study  is- 
appreciated  as  taught  in  our  High  School,  we  cite  the  fact 
that  three  of  last  year's  graduates  have  asked  the  privilege  of 
returning  to  school,  to  secure  higher  attainment  and  better 
scholarship,  and  the  result  of  their  work  proves  how  valuable 
this  branch  of  study  may  become  not  only  to  the  individual 
but  to  the  higher  standing  of  the  school. 

We  cannot  commend  too  highly  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Goodwin, 
to  elevate  the  tone  of  the  school  by  encouraging  a  love  of 
study  for  knowlege  rather  than  for  high  rank  or  to  gratify  per- 
sonal ambition  ;  by  encom-aging  a  zeal  for  study,  which  brings 
its  own  reward  in  increased  ability  ;  by  fostering  that  true 
spirit  of  manliness  which  through  short-sightedness  or  inabil- 
ity, through  false  training  or  no  training,  is  so  often  neglected 
until  it  is  entirely  lost  in  the  citizen  evolved  from  the  school- 
boy,— a  loss  which  can  never  be  restored.  Is  not  this  a  strong 
argument  for  the  best  teachers?  We  live  not  for  ourselves 
alone  but  for  those  who  come  after.  Shall  we  incur  their  just 
condemnation  by  not  securing  for  them  the  best? 

In  filling  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Miss 
Wythe,  we  were  fortunate  in  obtaining  Miss  Mathes,  whose 
ability,  scholarly  attainments,  and  faithful  performance  in  each 
and  all  her  duties,  are  too  well  known  to  need  further  com- 
ment than  our  unqualified  pleasure  in  securing  her  services.
